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ANTWERP FALLS-GERMAN  |AT ONCE! STOPS 


OBJECTIVE NOW SAID TO 
BE THE CHANNEL PORTS 


New Line of Oppesing Forces Means that Northern France is 
Doomed to Suffer Desolation Similar to that Already Visit- 
ed on Belgium—French General Staff Still Confident, But 
it is Felt There Can be no Decisive Victory While Masses 
Engaged Are so Enormous—Must be a Constant Stream 
of Reinforcements. 


The Hague, Oct, 10—(12.18 p.m.j)—Antwerp surrendered to the Germans 
at 2.30 p.m. Friday, October 9. 

The war flag was removed from the cathedral and a white flag raised 
In its place at9 a.m, The actual surrender took place five and a half hours later. 
it is declared here that the cathedral of Notre Dame has not been damaged 

The Germans delivered one of their last furious attacks between 6 and 7 
o'clock Friday morning. The Belgians resisted them valiantly in the trenches 
and the dosperate fighting resulted in very heavy losses on both sides. 

During all Thursday night Zeppelin airships directed the firing of the 
German heavy artillery, the results of which were appalling. The German ar- 
tillery forced its way across the river Neth, in which many of the artillery men 
were drowned, The fighting has been indescribably sanguinary. 

The Belgians succeeded In blowing up two and possibly more of their 
enemy’s batteries and heavy artillery. 

London, Oct. 10—The correspondent of the Express in Paris telegraphs 
the following: 

“The immediate objective of the German army is now no longer Paris, 
but the channel ports.. To sum up the German plan, the first blow on Paris 
has failed, the second blow must be almed at England. 

“The new line-up of the opposing forces means that northern France is 
destined to suffer a desolation similar to that already visited on Belgium. All 
of France's rich cities in the north have been marked for certain destruction 
and ruin. 

“The French gencral staff is still confident of success, but it is realized 
that there can be no decisive victory while the masses engaged are so enormous. 
It is possible to hope for the defeat of the enemy's plan only if there can be a 
constant stream of reinforcements,”

Soon Became Apparent That 

Nothing Could Avail Against 
the German Cannon 


SPENT NIGHT IN CELLAR 
WITH WIFE AND FAMILY 


Leaving Antwerp They Saw 
Volumes of Smoke Rising 
From Blazing Tanks 


London, Oct. 10,—The .Chronicle’s 
Ghent correspondent wires that Henry 
W. Diedrich, United States consul at 
Antwerp, escaped with his family from 
the city Thursday by motor car, 

In an Interview, Mr. Diedrich de- 


scribed his expertences during the bom- 
bardment. He sald: 

“For days we heard the sound of 
heavy gun fire, and were told of the 
fall one after another of the outer 
forts, it soon became apparent that 
nothing could avail against the Ger- 
man cannon and In conjunction with 
other neutrals, I endeavored to mediate 
with the Germans to spare at any rate 
some of the most valuable buildings of 
world wide interest, but the negotia- 
tions failed to lead to a successful re- 
sult. 

“L had intended to remain in Ant- 
werp throughout the bombardment 
which we saw was inevitable. I was 
told to clear out of the city as Its 
was inevitable, but I did 
not realize until almost too late the 
horror which was coming. 

“At 11 o'clock at night we were go- 
Ing to bed when we wero startled by 
frightful noises in the air, reminding 
us of the previous visits of the Zep- 
pelins, Soon we realized that the bom- 
bardment had commenced and then I 
had the most horrible experience of my 
whole life. I went with my family to 
the basement, and we crouched there 
all night, shells falling every few min- 
utes. They’ came with a dreadful 
whistling sound followed by a thunder 
clap and the collapse of some building. 

“With my wife, daughter, two ser- 
vants and a refugee child, I got my 
chauffeur and my car and we crossed 
the pontoon bridge over tha Scheldt. 
It took us four hours to do this, the 
street belng a seething mass of every 
kind of vehicle and a dense crowd of 
refugees.

“If the Germans right wing ts defeat- 
ed while Antwerp still holds out, the 
German withdrawal through Belgium 
will become a hazardous undertaking.” 


TEN YEARS IN PEN 
FOR FRED WASYLIK 


He Is Convicted on Charges of 
Attempted Murder and 
Attempted Suicide 


Ten years in the Alberta peniten- 
tiary was the sentence handed out to 
Fred Wasylik, of Pocohontas, In the 
supreme criminal court On Friday af- 
ternoon by Justice Simmons, Wasklik 
was convicted upon charges of at- 
tempted murder and attempted sul- 
cide, 

The evidence In the case went to 
show that on June 12 Iast, Wasylik, 
who is a miner, went to the shack of 
Steve Shabatowsky and when the lat- 
ter opened the door, Wasylik struck 
him with an axe, inflicting a terrible 
wound upon his victim's right breast. 
Medical evidence stated yesterday that 
the wound at its deepest part was over 
five inches deep, Wasylik was after- 
wards found near the shack in the 
brush with his own throat cut by a 
razor in his own hands. This gash was 
six inches in length and at its deep- 
est point nearly an inch deep. 

Wasylik is supposed to have been 
in a drunken rage when his acts were 
committed as no reason for his attack 
upon Shabatowsyk is known, 

One year in Fort Saskatchewan jail 
was handed to Willlam Walton, of 
Swallowhurst, a man over 60 years of 
ago, for having knifed one John 
Thomas when the latter had failed to 
return an adze and six dollars he had 
borrowed from Walton and a dispute 
had arisen, Justice Simmons stated 
that it Was an unpleasant duty tO have 
to pass sentence upon a man of his 
years but told the prisoner he had a 
violent temper and needed a severe les- 
son, In April, 1912, Walton appeared 
before Judge Taylor on a charge of 
having shot at one of his neighbors, 
but was allowed on suspended sen- 
tence because Of his old age. Thomas 
also came in for severe censure by 
Justice Simmons for having failed to 
return the borrowed goods.

the Cecil hotel, he painted a vivid word 


picture of Paris during the days when

daring German aviators, 


“T was living with my wife and child | 


in the suburbs,” he said, “when, on 
September 2, I received orders from the 
military authorities to vacate within 


two hours, as my home would be direct- 
ly in the line of fire of both the enemy 
and of our own outer forts if the Ger- 
mans advanced any further, as 1t was 
expected then they would. | lor ked the 
door, and we stepped out with the 
clothes we wore, and the smallest pos- 
sible bundle of actual necessities for my 
wife and child, But it was impossible 
to find even an empty recm at which 
to stay, 

“Accordingly, I took my folks to my 
office, where for three nights we camp 
ed as best we could, It was not only 


uncomfortable, but it held a spice of 
danger, for one bomb dropped by a 
German military aviator fell within 


100 yards of the building They had 
to admire the daring of that German, 
especially those who, like myself, saw 
him actually at work I hud a good 
view of him when he was attempting 
to hit the St, Lazare station. At one 
time, when seldiers on house tops were 
oiming at him with rifles, he swooped 
down gracefully to within about 500 
feet of the big glass dome, then cireled 
and gradually mounted until he was 
out of range of both rifles,and machine 
guns which meanwhile had been train- 
edoon him, But his aim was not ona 
par with his daring, for the bomb in- 
tended for the big station dropped in 
the street several hundred yards from 
it. ! 

“Now, of course, they are better pre- 
pared for such visitors, for machine 
guns have been mounted on church 
towefs and on the to of the Eiffel 
towers und on the top of the Eiffel 
play continuously over the city at night. 

‘Men and women stood in the streets 
and speculated on where the next bomb 
would be likely to fall, or whether the 
aviator would be brought down. The 
women showed more anger than fear, 
shaking their fists at the apparition in 
the sky, and shrilly giving their opinion 
of Germans in general, 

“Those of the first draft who went 
to the front, marched away without the 
el.eers of the crowds, and without the 
sobs of women; there was determina- 
tion, but no boasting, Those who re- 
mained behind got to work at once, 
preparing for the worst. Barricades 
sprung up as though by magic, for they 
had decided that Paris would have to 
be fought for inch by ineh, 

"When General French arrived in the 
city from England, 800,069 Frenchmen 
crowded around and cheered him in a 
most enthusiastic menner, You could 


hear their singing a mile away, and

King Charles took a prominent part 
in the war between Russia and Turkey 
in 1877. He held the nominal com- 
mand of the army of the west, and he 
fought at Plevna where the Rouma- 
Mans behaved with great gallantry, 
and suffered heavy losses. Charles re- 
celved, in acknowledgement of his ser- 
vices, the Cross of St. George from 
Alexander 11.

The Germans delivered one of their last furious attacks between 6 and 7 
o'clock Friday morning. The Belgians resisted them valiantly in the trenches 
and the desperate fighting resulted in very heavy losses on both sides. 

During all Thursday night Zeppelin airships directed the firing of the 
German heavy artillery, the results of which were appalling. The German ar- 
tillery forced its way acrose the river Neth, in which many of the artillery men 
were drowned. The fighting has been indescribably sanguinary. 

The Belgians succeeded in blowing up two and possibly more of their! 
enemy's batteries and heavy artillery. 

London, Oct. 10—The correspondent of the Express in Paris telegraphs 
the following: 

“The immediate objective of the German army is now no longer Paris, 
but the channel ports.. To sum up the German plan, the first blow on Paris 
has failed, the second blow must be aimed at England. 

“The new line-up of the opposing forces means that northern France is 
destined to suffer a desolation similar to that already visited on Belgium. All

are now fighting on the defensive, 

“If the Germans right wing Is defeat- 
ed while Antwerp still holds out, the 
German withdrawal through Belgium 
will become a hazardous undertaking.” 


TEN YEARS IN PEN 
FOR FRED WASYLIK 


He is Convicted on Charges of 
Attempted Murder and 
Attempted Suicide 


Ten years In the Alberta peniten- 
tlary was the sentence handed out to 
Fred Wasylik, of Pocohontas, in the 
supreme criminal court On Friday af- 
ternoon by Justice Simmons. Wasklik 
was convicted upon charges of at- 
tempted murder and attempted sui- 
clde. 

The evidence in the case went to 
show that on June 12 last, Wasylik, 
who Is a miner, went to the shack of 
Hteve Shabatowsky and when the lat- 
ter opened the door, Wasylik struck 
him with an axe, inflicting a terrible 
wound up0n his victim's right breast. 
Medical evidence stated yesterday that 
the wound at its deepest part was over 
five inches deep. Wasylik was after- 
wards found near the shack In the 
brush with his own throat cut by a 
razor in his own hands. This gash was 
six inches in length and at its deep- 
est point nearly an inch deep. 

VWasylik ts supposed to have been 
in a drunken rage when his acts were 
committed as no reason for his attack 
upon Shabatowsyk is known. 

One year in Fort Saskatchewan jail 
was handed to Willlam Walton, of 
Swallowhurst, a man over 60 years of 
ago, for having knifed one John 
Thomas when the latter had failed to 
return an adze and six dollars he had 
borrowed from Walton and a dispute 
had arisen. Justice Simmons stated 
that it was an unpleasant duty tO have 
to pass sentence upon a man of his 
years but told the prisoner he had a 
violent temper and needed a severe les- 
son. In April, 1912, Walton appeared 
before Judge Taylor on a charge of 
having shot at one of his neighbors, 
but was allowed on suspended sen- 
tence because Of his «'d age. Thomas 
also came in for s_ sre censure by 
Justice Simmons for having failed to 
return the borrowed goods.

HOW CANADA COULD BE ENRICHED OUT OF 
SALVAGE FROM THE WRECK OF A CONTINENT 
Thousands of refugees from ravaged Belgium are fleeing their 


stricken homes to temporarily find places of safety in Holland and | 


Britain. About these people a world has come tumbling down. 
Little more than two months ago they were persuing their placid 
avocations in a halcyon land, undisturbed by the thought of war, 
enjoying the feeling of security which flourishes amid the virtues of 
industry and good-will toward the world. 
of an inhuman war, all these conditions of a life-time are swirled into 
the vortex and completely destroyed. Today thousands flee in 
white-lipped terror, exiled to a strange land, thelr pitiful salvage 
from a destroyed civilization held in the bedraggled little bundles they 
clutch in trembling hands. Three thousand of them, the despatches 
say, reached Folkstone yesterday to be taken in charge by a com- 
mittee whose ministrations, no matter how humane, must take the 
form of charity, 

Herein is represented the greatest tragedy of the age. 
attempt its description would bankrupt the language of superlatives. 
Adequate understanding of the depth of misery so ruthlessly thrust 
upon these unoffending people is providentially denied those at too 
great distance to be brought into contact therewith. But the debt 
which the Anglo-Saxon race owes the heroic Belgians for their self- 
sacrifice is out of all proportion to. any recompense which can be 
made through sympathetic relief of their imemdiate suffering. 

The British people stand under obligation to honor a draft in 
sympathy to the ultimate limit in which it is possible for us to assist 
in the restoration of these people’s happiness. In the devastating 
shock of war each of these Belgians has lost a fireside and all that 
I{ means, The hours cannot be recalled to erase the anguish which 
they have suffered, but Canada Is a great big broad and fertile land 
extending a constant Invitation to industry such as theirs. We can 
offer them new homes. 

Canada can, if she will, discharge this much of the empire’s 
obligation—a debt of honor made more binding by the circumstance 
that it has not even a scrap of paper to manifest its existence. 
Canada can, if she will, bring these people across the ocean at the 
public expense to set them down in the fertile west; this dominion 
can equip homes for them and extend the paternal hospitality of the 
state in providing them with a new start in life, in a happier scene 
where their characteristic industriousness will quickly surround them 
with comforts and ultimately add enormously to the aggregate of 
Canada’s production of wealth, 

Such an order would be a large one for times of peace, but we 
are now in the throes of a new condition brought about through the 
existence of war. To carry it through extraordinary provision would 
have to be made. Ships’ would have to be chartered, adequate 
accommodation provided against their arrival, transportation facilities 
commandeered, an enormous area of suitable land — set. aside by 
national purchase, housing furnished, stock, utensils, clothing and 
equipment bought, maintenance provided and special banking ar- 
rangements made by which the state could carry in ‘the interim 
whatever of the cost a generous decency ultimately decided to 
ate as partaking of the character of a loan. 
fo carry out such an order would require an organization 
with an efficiency and precision such as Canada does not possess 
at the present time, and considerate regard for the human element 
entering into the movement. But with the marvels which the war 
unfolds in the transporting of enormous bodies of men, in the effjcien- 
cy of the commissarial and in the precision with which the state con- 
ducts whatever affairs it takes into its hands, it would be strange 
indeed if Canada, so far removed from the theatre of war, could 
not fulfill such an order at such a time. 

To commit the country to such an order would require a daring 
statesmanship upon the part of our public men and relegation to the 
background of all thought of speculative or political profit. But as 
recompense to those who relinquished the opportunity for aggrand- 
izement which accompanies the normal immigration movement there 
would be the consideration that the country had gained enormously 
through the salvage out of the wreck of a continent of some hun- 
dreds of thousands of the most intrinsic people of the earth; a people 
so desirable that Canada would be enriched as she welcomed them, 

though they brought nothing but themselves and the poor 
igeled bundles clutched in trembling hands.

disaster so far to the fortunes of the allies, it will at least have the 
compensating feature that it will lead to an earlier termination of the 
war by waking residents of the British capital to a full significance 
of what they are up against.

cd. Such a mental condition in a city like London, so close to the 
sce vf actual hostilities, seems remarkable at this distance, but al- 
lowance must be made for the self-sufficient outlook of the residents 
of the largest cities. In this respect all large cities are the same. To 
ihe New Yorker, nothing happens in United States off Manhattan 
Island. To the Londoner, the large affairs of the empire have to have 
a London sitling before they become sufficiently glaring to attract 
attention. The large picture of a world-encircling empire is seen in 
better perspective from Edmonton than from behind a retail counter 


in London,
